lo six mouths' imprisonment and to a 
iue of several thousand dollars.

)eing then at peace, Jean Peltier was 
ried in the court of king's bencjj belore 
jord Eileuborongh and a special jury 
or a libel 011 Kapoleon Bonaparte, at 
hat time first consul of tbe French re- 
rabhc. He was convicted, but before 
16 could be brought up for sentence war 
iroke out once more between France 
and England, and the matter was p"r- 
mitted to drop.

of possibility tbat the sultan may at- 
;empt to bring a charge of criminal li 
be! against the Grand Old Man, who 
might thus be subjected to the indigni- 
ty of an arrest at the very close of his 
ife.

It seems to b* a settled fact that 


Bryan is defeated and that the peo 
pie of this country are to exist under 
the single gold -iiandard. The result

The railroad companies will, no 


doubt, feel the necessity of econ-

to hard pan again. 


Yes, indications point to McKic- 


ley's election, and in consequence of 
it there will be more idle men in 
Lima this winter than ever before in 
its history. The above instances cited 
are only a commencement of what 
will follow the defeat of the cham- 
pion of free silver coinaee.
